Decision of Judge J. A.Smith 
of Los Angeles county superior 
court is awaited here to learn 
if an injunction is to be issued 
preventing further construction 
of the Los Angeles bureau of 
power and light transmission 
line through the foothill district. 

Hearing on the injunction 
sought by San Gabriel valley’ cit- 
ies opened in the Los Angeles 
court yesterday. Several Up- 
landers are reported to have con- 
tributed to the fund to legally 
fight the power line construction, 
jut Upland as a city is not a 
party to the injunction suit. Wide 
interest, however, is shown in 
the outcome of the hearing. 

Presence of the huge trans- 
mission line along the proposed 
route would menace the valuable 
water shed, create high unneces- 
sary fire hazards and impair the 
scenic beauty of the foothills,

It ° is 
suggested that a less wooded 


reute south of Valley boulevard 


be followed.

Prelim- 
inary work has extended as far 
west as the Padua Hills dis- 
trict. During the last few weeks 
workmen of the Los Angeles 
pDureau have been busy on the 
power line construction through 
this district.

ELECTRIC IRON 
HISTORY IS TOLD 


Invented Over Quarter Century 
Ago—Has Gone Through 
Much Development 














The development of the electric 
iron was told Upland Rotarians 
and guests today noen at their 
meeting at the Upland Inn, the 
speaker being Wm. Batchelor of 
the Hotpoint factory in Ontario. 

In telling the history of the elec- 
tric iron the speaker paid tribute 
to the late Earl Richardson, who 
irivented that household conven- 
ience and who also performed a 
service that became world-wide as 
he developed it to its present ef- 
ficiency. 

Twenty-eight years ago, said 
Mr. Batchelor, there were few 
electric irons—and none that were 
satisfactory. Then not much 
was known about electricity, it 
was considered dangerous and the 
cost was high. When the Hot- 
point electric iron was invented 
‘Gt was a hard job to get women 
in this district to accept it as a 
gift,” the speaker said. He exhib- 
ited the first specimen invented by 
Mr. Richardson and had all models 
as they developed to the present 
automatic electric iron, which can 
be maintained at any degree of 
heat desired. 

Mr. Richardson’s first electric 
iron weighed about the same as 
the old “flat irons” which must be 
heated on.a stove, but the latest 
model electric weighs only three 
and a half pounds and are more 
efficient than their heavier pre- 
decessors, having more ironing 
surface and having chrome finish. 

Several years ago the Hotpoint 
plant in Ontario was bought by 
the General Electric company and 
at the present time more than 
500 people of this community are 
employed there. 

In the absence of the program 
chairman, Frank Nichols, the 
speaker was introduced by the 
president of the club, Don E. Pal- 
mer.
